plied, i s the fact that Columbus did 
not discover America. 
I am Including 
this In my latest historical work. 
Visits Wrecked Caravel. 
“ 'Columbus was a poor, happy-go- 
lucky chap. with not the least Idea of 
becoming an explorer until he struck 
upon that Idea by the merest accident. 
At the age of forty he was living 
among the poor In the town of Fun- 
char, when one day while walking 
along the beach he saw a wrecked 
caravel floating In from the sea.

found a dying man. 
Columbus made 
strenuous efforts to revive the man, 
but he recovered only sufficiently to 
say fhat he had been captain of a crew 
of sixteen that had gone out to sea on 
that caravel many months before.

“Red clover 
seed seems 
high 
in 
price, but it will not pay to substitute 
timothy for clover,” said C. VV. Mont­ 
gomery, chief in farm management at 
the Ohio Agricultural Experiment Sta­ 
tion, in a letter of instruction to the 
superintendents of 
the county 
and 
district experiment farms of the state 
asking them to make an inventory of 
the y e a r’s results. 
“If timothy is used,” he said, “more 
high priced 
fertilizer 
must 
be .pur­ 
chased; and it the hay is to be fed 
on the farm, expensive protein feeds 
must be bought to feed with the hay 
if best results are obtained. 
‘'However, 
it will be well to mix: 
rome alsike and timothy with the rod 
clover, for most fields are likely to 
have some acid spots not well suited 
to red clover, and on these alsike and 
timothy will make a good covering. 
“Alsike ( lover seed costs less per 
bushel than red clover and. the seeds 
being smaller will go further than red 
dover or alfalfa seed. 
It will grow in 
many places where the other clovers 
fail. 
However, alsike makes but one 
crop, and when harvested leaves the 
land bare, thus giving weeds a chance 
to grow. 
“Where a legume is wanted mainly 
for soil Improvement, sweet clover is 
.probably the best and the seed is 
cheaper 
this year 
than that of tho 
other clovers.”
